1 . In the event of an emergency activate Emergency Medical 
Services and Fire Department response by calling 911. 

2. Provide the following information to 91 1:

34 Degrees 0 Minutes 43 Seconds North

patient. Past medical history of the patient. 

3. Upon completion of the call to 91 1 consider calling Trauma 
Communications Center (TCC) (205-324-1066) and Omni Flight 
(256-413-1016) when it is determined that the patient should be 
flown to the most appropriate medical facility. 

4. Emergency medical care should be initiated at the scene by 
students and instructors within their scope of practice.

10. Remain attentive to environmental hazards such as snakes, fire 
ants and Poison Ivy.
